LONDON, May 9.—Hard fighting 
continued lat ‘night and this morning 
' In-the area orth of Kemmel on the 
Lys_salient, where the Germans yes- 
terday, by a: strong thrust, ‘entered 


the British trenches between La Clytte | 


and Voormezeele. 
| The forces of General Haig took the 
offensive ‘in this struggle, and today, 
according to announcement from the 
Field Marshal's headquarters, they re- 
established their line completely in ‘the 
. old positions. 

Most of their recoyery of ground 
was made during’ the night, but the 
Germans, by another hard push; -took 

igh the contested ground again, 
nly, to lose it finally. 

About 25,000 Germans took part in 
this attack, according to the day bulle- 
tin of the: War. Office, and they _suf- 
tered heavy casualties, it is stated. 

After great artillery activity the 
Germans made, two attacks today in 
the Albert sector. At Bouzincourt, 
two miles northwest of Albert, the 
énemy was unable to reach the Brit- 
ish trenches because of the heavy fire. 

At Albert, however, the Germans, 
pressing ahead despite large losses, 

| @ccupied British advanced posi- 
_ tion on a front of about 150 yards. 

More progress has been made by the 
British troops in the region between 

the Somme'and the Ancre, where the 
Australians have been gaining ground 
for two days. 

The bulletin from General Haig’s 
headquarters tonight says: 

- At the close of the fighting this 

morning in the La- Clytte-Voorme- 

geele sector, the French and British 

positions on this front were com- 
_» pletely re-establighed. 

Following upon hostile artillery ac- 
tivity already reported, the enemy 
launched two local: attacks early this 
‘morning in the neighborhood of Al- 
bert and Bouzincourt. In the latter 
locality the enemy's attack was 
broken up by our rifle and machine 
gun fire arid failed to reach our 
trenches. 

, At Albert, after suffering heavy 
casualties from our fire, his troops 
“ ‘gucceeded in effecting a lodgment in 
eur advanced position on a front of 
about 150 yards. 

On the remainder of the ‘British 
front there is nothing to report be- 
-yond artillery activity on both sides 
in the different sectors. 

The day statement of the War Oftice 
is as follows: 

‘Successful counterattacks launched 
by. British and French troops yester- 
day, in the La Clytte-Voormezeele 
sector, drove ‘the enemy from the 
portions of the allied front line in 
“which he had gained a footing dur- 
{ng the morning, and re-established 
the . positions originally held by us. 
We captured several prisoners. 

- This morning the enemy again at- 
tacked north of Kemmel, and suc- 
ceeded in pressing back our - line 
lightly at one point, where the fight- 
. {ng continues. 

Troops of. two German divisions 
took part in the enemy’s attack yes- 
terday morning. Heavy — casualties 
were inflicted on them by our, artil- 
lery fire, as well as in infantry fight- 
‘ng, both during the attack and in 
the subsequent counterattack. 

Local fighting took place also yes- 
terday at Bucquoy, in the course of 
which we captured thirty prisoners. 

During the night further progress 
was made by us between the Somme 
and the Ancre.

Landed by U-Boat ; 
to be Court-Martialed

LONDON, May. 9.—A. German sub- 
marine recently..landed a man on the 
Irish coast, where he was arrested by 
Government officials. James Macpher- 
son; Parliamentary Secretary, to _ the 


-| War Office, announced in the House of 


Commons today that this man was in 
the Tower of London and would be 
court-martialed. 

The collapsible boat in which the Ger- 
mang landed the man has been inspect- 
ed by officials. It is made. of canvas, 
with a bottom of twenty-three wooden 
slats, each four inches wide, making the 
boat about eight feet long and two feet 
wide. The canvas sides, about twenty 
inches .high, have an inner lining of 
rubber fabric, which is blown up from 
a valve at the rear to give the boat 
the 
sides in which short wooden braces. or 
struts keep the boat, from collapsing. 

The whole craft ‘when rolled up weighs 
less than forty pounds and can be easily 
carried undey:a man’s arm. When the 
buoyancy chambers are pumped full of 
air the boat will easily support, three 
men, although only one is thus far re- 
ported to, have been arrested. In the 
side of the boat is a hole about three 
inches in diameter, which presumably 
was cut by the occupant in an effort to 
sink her. after landing. 

The whole boat is made by hand and 


impresses one as somewhat amateurish, 
The valve is made of wood and is rather 
crude. There are no metal parts to the 
boat: and all work on the canvas is hand 
sewed. 


It was a German submarine that two 
years ago last. April landed Sir Roger 
Casement on the Kerry coast of Ire- 
land. Casement was apprehended by 
the Government authorities, takén to 
London, and ‘after being incarcerated in 
the Tower ‘of London, was charged 
with ‘‘ high treason.without the realm.”’ 
After a sensational trial he was con- 
victed and hanged in Pentonville Prison 
on Aug. 8, 1916. 

The submarine which carried Case- 
ment to Treland was accompanied by a 
German tramp steamer with a cargo of 
arms. The steamer was blown’ up when 
the crew saw that capture by a British 
warship .was inevitable. 

The arrival of Casement in Ireland 
from Berlin was the preludé to a revolt 
against British sovereignty which broke 
out in Dublin on Easter Sunday, in 1916. 
According to witnesses who testified at 
the trial Sir Roger was to have led the 
uprising and was to. have utilized. the 
arms which he had imported from Ger- 
many..- The Irish uprising was sup- 
pressed after several—hundred persons 
had. been killed or wounded.

WITH THE FRENCH ARMIES, 
May 9.—A city: of dreadful . silence— 

that is Amiens today. 

Imagine a prosperous American cen- 
tre of 120,000 inhabitants, the rail- 
road. traffic, canals, and road system 
of which make it: an important gan- 
glion of national transportation, with 
an annual commercial turnover reck- 
oned in hundreds of. millions, and 
enormous stores of merchan@ise. Add 
to these the incalculable riches of a 
mediaeval cathedral, considered one of 
the masterpieces of Gothic architect- 
ure, splendid public buildings, and a 
museum containing priceless frescoes 
of? Puvis de. Chavannes. 

The sum total gives you Amiens, 
capital of Picardy, which for six weeks 
has been the principal goal of German 
endeavor and for the last fortnight a 
target of German guns. 

Ag one pasges through the deserted 
streets no sound breaks the stillness 
save the crackle of one’s footsteps in 
the broken glass that carpets the side- 
walk—that and the dull thudding of 
the ceaseless cannonade to the east- 
ward. At sudden intervals, now hours 
apart, now in rapid succession, comes 
the screaming rattle of a German 
shell followed by a heavy “ boom, 
whumpf” of an explosion and the 
noise of falling masonry. 


A Terrible Loneliness. 

But of human life there is nothing. 
Amiens is deserted, like one of the 
cities of the Middle Ages smitten sud- 
denly by! plague. 

At first sight there is comparatively 
little evidence of the destruction other 
than gaping windows. Doubtless: here 
and there the street car cables hang in 
tangled festoons from the standards. 
There is a shattered building ‘every 
hundred yards, and on the boulevards 
innumerable spots. of green mark the 
branches torn from the newly follaged 
trees. But thus far there is nothing 
like the .wholesale destruction ag at 
Rheims. 

It is that which makes Amiens ap- 
pear so terrible, the silence and lone- 
liness of street after street with 
never. a moving figure or sound of 
voice to bréak the monotony ot the 
desolation. ° 

Yet: there aré- still’ men ‘and even 
women left in the city. With a shock 
of surprise one notes a sentry. stand- 
ing impassive at the street corner, ‘or 
a helmeted fireman, clearing up the. 
rubbish, and also during the intervals 
of. bombardment: a little group of 
soldiers or civilians removing stores 
or furniture from: a building to a 
waiting. vehicle. 

Stores of food and other things have

AFTER KILLING 


New German Barbarity Causes 
Spirit of Retaliation to 
Flame in Our Army. 


TROOPS HAVE NO ILLUSIONS 


To Kill Boches Is Their One Aim 
—Gratified by Evidence of 
Stiffer Purpose Here.

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY IN 
FRANCH, May. 9.—More than any 
other fighting man, the American sol- 
dier, while amenable to discipline, 
thinks for himself. He has first hand 
knowledge that the German fighter 
is no gentleman, and he knows that 
this ‘is no kid glove war. He has 
made up his mind that the best way to 
win the war is to kill.as many boches 
as possible, and that is his program 
from now on. 

It is because every Américan soldier 
has his own. opinions about the war 
that German atrocities will reap their 
just fruit .with ‘the American Army. 
If the German wants rough warfare, 
the Amiericans will take it under due 
consideration. 

I never realized the stupidity of the 
German practices of barbarity as yes- 
terday, when I saw the reception by 
American soldiers of the news of the 
finding of the bodies of two dough- 
boys, who had not only had their 
heads smashed in, but had also been 
cruel"y bayoneted after they fell. 

While Americans will never stoop to 
the inhumane atrocities of the Ger- 
mans, I believe that the enemy will re- 
‘gret every cruelty. practiced on Amer- 
ican soldiers. The development of the 
spirit: of revenge is recognized by 
American commanders, who on several 
occasions have taken pains to investi- 
gate the reports of German atrocities 
upon Americans, to guard against the 
excessive development of the desire for 
retaliation.. This was done not be- 
cause of regard for the Germans, but 
because military policy demands the 
taking of prisoners when practicable. 

‘Army Confident: of Outcome.: 

There is one army fighting in France 
in -which there cannot be found the 
slightest doubt of the veventual out- 
‘come of the war. That is the Amer- 
ican army. 

The American spirit is fresh, and I 
believe it will stay fresh. Nothing 
can happen to shake the fine faith of 
Americans in the real ability of their 
country and her ultimate success. 

I talked yesterday with the General 
commanding the American troops who 


Atter reading all the reports of the 
combat, ‘he said: 

“ American fighters are no quitters.” 

‘Although the youngest soldiers in 
‘France, the gmericans are the most 
serious. More than any other soldiers 
they take a deep personal interest in 
the war. For instance, I heard one 
today stop a group of comrades and 
remark: “ Say, fellows, just read. The 
old United States is to have a bumper 
wheat crop: this:year.

not everywhere easy for the enemy to 
assemble his troops or concentrate his 
guns and ammunition @nd stores on 
his front,for the next phase of his of- 
fensive. Albert is a.case in_ point. 
From many/ points the British have 
compléte observation of his positions 
there, as. he has of theirs from ,the 
other side ofthe way, and, needless to 
say, they are. making use of this. direct 
view by ‘flinging'over storms of shells 
whenever his transport is seen crawl- 
ing along the tracks of the old Somme‘ 
battlefields or his troops are seen 
massing among ‘their shell craters. 

The town of Albert itself, where once 


/until recent history the golden Virgin 
| used to lean downward with her babe 


outstretched above the ruins, is now a 
death trap for the German garrisons 
there, and. for any German gunners 
who try to hide their batteries among 
the red brick houses. By day and 
night their positions are.pounded with' 
high explosives and soaked in asphyx- 
lating gas. 

I-went within 2,000 yards of it yes- 
terday, and saw the heaviest work 
of the British upon it. It was a won- 
derful: May day, as today is, and the 
sun shone through a golden haze upon 
the town. As I looked into Albert and 
saw the shells smashing through ‘and 
then away up the. Albert-Bapaume 
road, past the white rim of the great 
mine crater of La Boiselle to the:tree- 
less. slopes of Posiéres, and. over all 
that.ground of hills and ditches to the 
high, wooded~distant right, with ‘its 
few dead stumps of trees, it was hard 
to believe that all this was in the 
area of the German Army, that the 
white, winding lines freshly marked 
upon this bleak landscape were new 
German. trenches, and that the ene- 
my’s outposts were less than 2,000 
yards from where I stood. 

Frits Having a “ Thin Time.” 


Some siege gunners were lying on 
their stomachs and observing the ene- 
my’s lines for some monsters I had 
seen on the way up, Monsters that 
raised their snouts slowly, like’ ele- 
phants’ trunks, before ‘bellowing out 
with an earthquake roar, annihilat- 
ing all one’s senses for a second. Some 
of the men passed the remark to me 
that “ Albert ‘isn’t the town it wag” 
and that “ Fritz must be having a thin 
time there.” They also expressed the 
opinion that the Albert-Bapaume road 
was not a pleasant walk for ——— 
on a sunny afternoon. 

I did not dispute these Sithts with 
them, for they were beyond argument. 
Big shells were smashing into Albert 
and its neighborhood’ from ‘many 
heavy batteries, raising volcanic ex- 
plosions there, and shrapnel was 
bursting over the tracks in white 
splashes. 

There was a great noise yesterday, 
but it was mostly a British noise, for 
which I am duly thankful. Scores of 
heavies were scattered about behind 
the lines, where the woods are in the 
first glory of their green and where 
the graga Was merry with gold and sil- 
ver, except where ‘German shells 
opened deep pits, horribly fresh, so 
that one knew the enemy had been 
searching around here for any death 
he could find. His shells came over 
in flights over .the ruined villages near 
by and over the twisted seen of

Fresh Enemy Division Tried Out. 


Behind the German lines, as we now 
know, a new German division, pre- 
viously untouched in this offensive, 
the 52d Reserve, had just relieved the 
3d Guards, who, as I have“already 
told, had been. badly mauled with their 
Cockchafers in the recent fighting, 
and on their left—the British right, of 
course—there was the 56th German 
Division, with others opposite the 
French front. 

All. these men were crowded into 
narrow assembly grounds and did not 
have quiet hours before’the moment 6f 
attack, They had hours of carnage in 
the darkness. British and French 
guns were answering back the Ger- 
man bombardment with their heaviest 
fire. French howitzers, long-muzzled 
fellows which. during recent weeks I 
had-seen crawling through Flanders 
with the cornflowers, as the Frénch 
soldiers call themselves, crowded 
about them’ on the gun Hmbers and 
transport wagons and muddy horses, 
and which had traveled-long kilo- 
meters, were now in action from their 


emplacements between the ruined vil- 


lages of the Flemish war zone, and 
with their little brothers, the soixante- 
quiazes, their bloodthirsty little broth- 
ers, were savage in their destruction 
ané harassing fire. 

I have seen the soixante-quinze at 
work and have heard the rafale:des 
tambours de la mort—the ruffle of 
the drums of death—as the sound of 
their fire is deseribed by all soldier 
writers of France.

LONDON, May 9.—After listening 
to-the speech of Premier. Lloyd George 
in defense of his statements about the 
military forces of the empire, ‘the 
House of Commons tonight by a vote 
of 293 to 106 upheld him and the Gov- 
ernment. The vote rejected the mo- 
tion of ex-Premier Asquith for an in- 
vestigation of General Maurice's 
charges by a committee of the House 
instead of by a committee of judges, 
as planned by the Government. 

Lloyd George's triumph was even 
more complete than the figures of vot- 
ing indicated, Some of those who fol- 


lowed Asquith into the lobby voted 
with him -on grounds of purely parlia- 
mentary procedure, while others were 
actuated by personal considerations, 
believing that the ex-Prime Minister 
had honestly beén. misled’ into taking 
up-an attitude which will weaken the 
great position he held in’ Parliament. 
Some of Lloyd George’s most con- 
vinced opponents recognized ‘that his 
speech today madeé out the best case 


for the.Government he ever presented. 
It was characterized by an almost 


complete’ absence of certain faults 
which have occasionally marred. his 
Parliamentary fighting speeches. 
Practically the only fault found with 
it was his reference to ‘“ cocoa slops.” 
That same so-called ‘‘ cocoa press” 
helped ‘considerably to make his 
earlier political career. Nevertheless, 
though the speech was an ex-parte 
statement, it was so clear and ap- 
parently honest in its details that it 
carried conviction to minds which 
were pred{sposed to suspicion. 

The text of the Premier’s speech fol- 
lows: 


. Text of Lloyd George’s Speech. 


A General who for good or bad rea- 
sons has ceased to hold an office which 
he occupied for two years, a distin- 
guished General, challenged, after he 
left that office, statements made by 
two Ministers during the time he was 
in office. 

During the time he was in that of- 
fice he never challenged this state- 
ment, when he had not merely access 
to official documents, but, when he had 
access to the Ministers themselves. 
[Cheers.] General Maurice was in of- 
fice for weeks after I had delivered 
that speech in the House of Commons. 
He attended meetings of the Cabinet, 
in the absence of the Chief of Staff, 
every day after I delivered the speech, 
and after it appeared he never called 
attention. to it. He never asked mé to 
correct it. 3 

tt may be said that perhaps he had 


‘not time to read it, but he was there 


‘tthe following day, and he never galled 
my attentien to the fact that these 
statements were incorrect. 

Supposing that he did not care to’do 
it in the presence of the whole Cabi- 
niet, he was in daily contact with me 
on the business of the war. We were 
constantly discussing questions of fig- 
ures, .because he was the authority. 
As Director of Military Operations he 
was the authority, and it was his busi- 
ness to come to me, especially if he 
thought this was so important that it 
justified a great breaking of the King’s 
regulations and setting an example 
of indiscipline. 

Was it not his business first of all to. 
come-to the Cabinet, or at any. Fate 
to the Minister impugned, and say to 
him, “ You made a mistake in the 
House of Commons on a most impor- 
tant question of fact.” He might have: 
put it quite nicely, and said: “I dare- 
ssy you were misled. You had better 
put it right.”

Wanted to Guard War Facts. 


I am going to give you the reasons 
why -we proposed’. @ committee of 
judges. I am going to-put the rea- 
sons why we oppose a. select coémmit- 
tee. I am going to give the reasons 
why we.are taking the course I pro- 
pose to take. today. 

When statements of this kind were 
made challenging, not the action of 
Ministers, but statements made by 
Ministers, when a letter was written 
by a distinguished officer, my: right 
honorable friend and I thought we 
were aceused of misleading the House 
of Commons, and we were anxious to 
Bive an opportunity for an éxamina- 
tion of these statements by a per- 
fectly impartial tribunal. One reason 
was that there was a mass of very 
confidential information which was 
relevant which any committee would 
have the right to call for, and we were 
anxious to place all the documents at 
the disposal of an impartial commit- 
tee because we knew perfectly well, 
that once these documents were placed 
at their disposal there could be abso- 
lutely no doubt in the mind of any 
tribunat as to the veracity of the 
statements which had been made. A 
second reason was that the most im- 
portant statement of all, with regard 
to the extension of the front, involved 
our allies, and-it would be very diffi- 
cult to decide it without making some 
statement which might offend their 
susceptibility. 

; Reasons for Judicial Tribunal. 

That was one Treason why we were 
exceedingly sorry that the controversy 
should ever have been _ raised, 
[Cheers.] When we came to the 


lect committee or a judicial tribunal, 
we felt that a committee of the House 
of Commons, adapted undoubtedly for 
éertain investigations, was not the 
best. tribunal. for investigating facts 
rovead passions were aroused. It is no 
‘use.saying that it is bringing a charge 
against the House of Commons. The 
House. of Commons, as a matter of 
fact, came to the conclusion long ago 
that on questions like election peti- 
tions, when party passions or when 
any passions were aroused, the House 
of Commons was not very well adapt- 
ed to an examination of the facts. 
My right honorable friend came to 
that conclusion himself in. regard. to 
Mesopotamia. I think he was right; 
but ,whether ‘the best tribunal was set 
up or not was qnother matter, This 
is. no_reflection upon the House of 
Commons. Judges are accustomed to 
examine facts, and after all it is only 
aquestion of fact. 

. Another point was that it was very 
important! ‘that, if. there was to be an 
investigation it should be short and 
sharp and that you should get a de- 
cision immediately.

Replies to Challenged Figures. 

The challenge has been given be- 
cause, afterall, this is only a part of 
the sort of things that have been going 
on outside, and, although I deprecate 
the method in which it is raised, I am 
glad of an opportunity of clearing it 
out of the way. 

Two challenges have been made as to 
figures. One is in regard to the com- 
parison I made of the British forces in 
France Jan. 1, 1918, and Jan. 1, 19127. 
The other is the comparison I drew. 
between the enemy and allied forces on. 
the western front. Both of them are 
of vast importance and both of them 
are practically parts of the same ques- 
tion General Maurice stated: 

On April 9 the Prime Minister said: 

** What was the position at the begin- 
ning of the battle? Notwithstanding 
the heavy casualties of 1917, the army 
in France was considerably stronger 
on Jan. 1, 1918, than on Jan. 1, 1917." 

This is his comment: , 

That statement implies that Sir 
Douglas Haig’s fighting strength. on 
the eve of the great battle which, be- 
gan March 21 had not been dimin- . 
ished. That is not correct. 

Now the issue is a very clear one.. 
I said that the fighting strength of the 
army had increased. General Maurice 
said that it had diminished as. com- 
pared with the previous year. , 

Has Verified His Figures. 

The figures I gave were. taken from 
the officlal records of the: War Office, 
which I sent for’ before I ‘made ‘the 
statement. If they’ were” incorrect 
General Maurice was as responsible as 
anybody else. They were not inaccu- 
rate. I have made inquiries since,

was a very considerable’ part of the 
man-power of the army at the begin- 
ning of 1918 as compared with the 
man-power at the beginning of 1917 
in France. .

Was a demand for more of them, and 
they are not a part of the fighting 
atrength of the army! . 

‘I-decline absolutely to accept that 
definition, and will leave out the ordi- 
hary - technical . distinction between 
coinbatant and noncombatant.

My right honorable friend, whose 
duty it was to answer this question 
on behalf of the War Office, sent that 
question to General Maurice with the 
answer. .[Cheers.}] I am not going 
to.read the answer which he gave, 
because that {gs on the records of the 
House. 


Nete from Maurice’s Office. 


I will give the note that came from 
General Maurice's department. This 
is the actual document: ° 

George Lambert—~Is it signed by 
him? 

Lioyd George—It is initialed by his 
deputy. [Cries of “Oh! Oh!” and 
some laughter. ] 

I see that my right honorable friend, 
G: Lambert, is going to draw that dis- 
tinction. That shows the sort of 
impartial judges! [Loud cheérs.] 

This is the note. First of all, you 
have got the figures inside. Of course, 
I not give those to the House, but 
note is a summary: 

‘From the statement included, it will 
be. seen that the combatant strength 
of the British army was greater on 
Jan. 1, 1918, than on Jan. 1, 1917. 


This comes from General Maurice's 
départment nine days after I made 
that statement. J am not depending 
on’ the fact that all these men ruled 
out as noncombatants are an essen- 
tial part of the strength of the Brit- 
ish Army in France. I am not de- 
pending on that. As a matter of fact, 
there was an increase as between Jan. 
1, 1918, and March, but it just hap- 
pened that I thought I would take the 
first month of the year. 

Now I come to the second state- 
ment which was made by General 
Maurice. There is a very important 
question of comparison of the allied 
and enemy forces, and it hag a bear- 
ing upon the question later of the ex- 
tension of the front. I have been 
charged there with misleading the pub- 
lice to believe that at the time when 
the attack took place by the enemy on 
the allied position on the western 
front we had a slight superiority in 
infantry; a considerable superiority, I 
think, in cavalry, and a superiority in 
artillery, and I also said a superiority 
in the air. 


Asserts Maurice Was Responsible. 

With the exception of the air—I did 
not g.t that from General Maurice— 
the whole of the figures upon which 
I based: tzuat statc~2nt came from 
General Maurice. I asked for them. I 
de not suggest that he was the man 
who worked up those figures, but he 
was responsible for documents given 
out by his own department. [Cheers.] 
And may I just add, General Maurice 
has @ two statements himself on 
thu’ subject since the battle began? 
They have been published, I believe, 
in America. I did not depend upon 
the American publication. I took the 
trouble to see whether General 
Maurice had really said so, and I find 
he wong oe is what he said on

Maurice Had Chance to Cates: 


Now Tr come to the statement with 
:| regard ‘to figures: I said that in

Well, now I will give here again the 
source of my information. The state- 
ment about one British division isin 
the official record. With regard to 
Egypt, that statement was made at a 
Cabinet meeting, which was examin- 
ing the position, by a member of the 
staff. It is the custom: of the Secre- 
tary of the War Cabinet to send these 
statements to all those who are pres- 
ent for correction, and I want the 
House to bear in mind that General 
Maurice is the official who was*pri- 
marily responsible for the question of 
the number of divisions in the various 
theatres of war. This statement was 
sent to General Maurice for. correc- 
tion, if there was any correction to 
make. He telephoned to ‘the Secre- 
tary (this is the note) that -he added: 
no remarks. 

So this statement about there being 
three ‘British divisions in Egypt was 
made in the presence of General Mau- 
rice, who made no correction, and I 
have no correction either from him 
or anybody else on the = subject. 
(Cheers. ] 

Maurice Not in Council Chamber, 


Now, I come to the next point. 
This is the statement made about the 
extension of the front: 

This is not the place to enter into a 
discussion as to all the facts, ‘put 
Hansard’s report of the incident coin- 
cludes: 

Mr. Pringle—Was this matter en- 
tered into at the Versailles War 


Council? 
Mr. Bonar Law—This particular 


matter was not dealt with at all oy - 
the Versailles War Council, 


Then General Maurice said: 

I was at Versailles when the ques 
tion wae decided by the Supreme War 
Council, to whom it had been re- 
ferred. 

In the first place, I think that any 
one reading that would come to the 
conclusion that General Maurice wes 
present at the meeting. He was at 
Versailles, it is true, but he was not 
at the meeting. I have looked at the 
official record since and it confirms 
what I say. He was in Versailles. 
He was in a building outside with sev- 
eral others who were there assisting 
the various Generals. He was not in 
the council chamber when the question 
to which he. refers was discussed. As 
@ matter of:fact, the extension of the 
front of General Gough's army, to 
which allusion has been made, was 
never ‘discussedat that council at aj. 
There was.a: demand for a further ex- 
tension, but that particular extensian 
had taken place before the council had 
ever met. 

Haig Had Reported the Extension. 

Before the Council had met it had 
been agreed between Field Marshal 
Haig and General Pétain, and the ex- 
tension was an accomplished’ fact. 
[Cheers.] Field Marshal Haig report. 
ed to the Council that the extension 
had taken place. There was not a 
single yard taken over as a result of 
the Versailles conference-——not a single 
yard of extension—and it was General 
Maurice: who said he was there, but 
was not, who implied that he was 
present when the decision had taken 
"place, who ventures to suggest that 
the extension of the front of General 
Gough’s army was decided at Ver- 
sailles, when, as a matter of fact, it 
took place before the meeting had oc+ 
curred. [Cheers.]...It is upon the 
cry that we are to.‘be arraigned. 
(Cheers. ] ‘ 

Although General Maurice did not 
say so, the real point, the one 
which is put by my right. honorable 
friend with characteristic bluntness 
and straightforwardneas, is this: Is 
it the fact that when this portion of 
the line held by General Gough's 
army was taken over the War Cab- 
inet insisted upon ‘its being taken 
over, and, therefore, the objections 
of Sir William Robertson and Sir 
Douglas Haig were thereby over- 
ruled? 


Yielded to French Pressure. 


That is the real point. ‘There is 
not a word of truth in jt. I think it 
is time this matter should be cleared 
up, [cheers,] and with the Indulgence 
of the House I propose to do so. 

Of course, the Field Marshal was 
not anxious to exténd his line. No 
one would be having regard to the 
great accumulation of strength against 
him, and the War Cabinet were just 
as reluctant. 

There was not a single meeting be- 
tween the French Generals and our- 
selves when we did not. state factd 
against the extension, but the press- 
ure from the French Govérnment and 
French Army was enormous, and what 
was done was not done in response to 
pressure from the War Cabinet. It 
was done in response to very great 
pressure which Sir Douglas Haig could 
not resist and which we could not re- 
sist. 

We are not suggesting that our

‘Douglas Haig, 


French allies are asking unfairly. 

That is certainly not my intention. 
‘Phere was,a considerable ferment 

in France on the subject of the length 


].of.the line held by the French Army 


as compared with our army. The 
French losses had been enormous. 
They had practically borne the brunt 
of the fighting for three years. There 
was a larger proportion of their 


“tT young manhood put into the line than 


in any belligerent country, in the 
world. [Cheers.] They held 836 
miles. We held a front of 100 miles. 

That is not the whole statement, be- 
cause. the Germans were much more 
densely massed in front of ourselves. 
Not only that, but the line we held was 
much more vulnerable. Pratically the 
defense of Paris was left to us, and 
the defense of some of the most im- 
portant centres, ‘but there was the fact 
that you. had this enormous front held 
by: the: French Army, as compared 
with what looked like the compara- 
tively small front of ours, 


French Wanted Soldiers te Farm. 


In addition to that, the French 
Army at that time was holding, I 
think, a two-division front on our 
line in order to enable us to accumu- 
late the necessary reserves for the pur~- 
posea of the attack in Flanders. That 
was part, of the line which, I believe, 
was held before. by the British and 
French. 

The French were: pressing in order 
to withdraw men from the army for 
purposes of agriculture. I ought to 
explain that their agricultural output 
had fallen énormously, owing to the 
fact that they had withdrawn a very 


|large proportion of their men from 


the cultivation of the fields, and they 
felt, it essential that they should with- 
draw part of their army for the pur- 
pose of cultivating the soll, and they 
were pressing us upon these topics. 

The chief of the Imperial’ General 
Staff, Sir. William Robertson, and the 
Cabinet felt that .it was inevitable 
that during the Winter months there 
should be some extension, and we 
acknowledged that something had to 
be done to meet the French demands, 
and to that extent’ we accepted the 
principle that. there must be some 
extension of the line. There was no 
doubt in the mind of any one that 
we would have to take over that part 
of the line from General Antoine, and 
how far beyond that and what fur- 
ther extension should be made was 
a@ matter which was in doubt. I give 
the principle which was laid down 
by General Sir William Robertson and 
accepted by the Cabinet. 


As to Extension of the Line. 


We accepted in principle that there 
must be an extension of the British 
line in the Winter months, and that 
the time and extent must.be left to 
the two commanders in chief to settle 
together; that na. extension. was pos~- 
siblo until the offensive was over, and 
that the line to be taken over must 
depend upon the military policy. for 
1918 and upon the role asaigned to 
each army. These were perfectly 
sound principles, and the Cabinet ac- 
cepted them without any demur. I 
say without hesitation that the Cab- 
inet never swerved one iota from the 
principle laid down by Sir William 
Robertson. 

At that time the Field Marshal was 
under the impression that the Cabinet 
had taken a decision without his con- 
sent. The Chief of the Imperial Staff 
upon that sent the following memoran- 
dum ta the War Cabinet. I will read 
it, but first, with reference to the Bou- 
logne conference, I may, perhaps, say 
that that was the first time we had a 
discussion with the French Ministers. 
The subject of discussion was a rather 
important foreign office. It was not 
summoned in the least to discuss an 
extension of the ines. We never knew 
that was to be raised. Sir William 
Robertson and I represented the Brit- 
ish Government, and M. Painlevé, the 
Prime Minister, and General Foch rep- 
resented the French Government, | 

When Sir William Robertson dis- 
covered that the Field Margha] was 
under the impression that we had 
come to a decision without his con- 
sent he sent the War Cabinet a mem- 
orandum, in, which he says; 

““At the recent Boulogne conference 
the question of extending our front 
was raised by the French representa- 
tives. The reply given was that 
while in principle we were, of course, 
ready to do whatever could be done, 
the matter was one which could not 
be discussed in the absence of Sir 
or during the con- 
tinuance of the present operations, 
and that due regard must also be had 
to the plan of operations for next 
year. 

“It was suggested that it would be 
best for the Fild Marshal to come 
to an arrangement with General 
Pétain, when this could be done. So 
far as I am aware no formal discus- 
sion has taken place, and the matter 
cannot be regarded aa decided. Fur- 
ther, I feel sure that the War Cabinet 
would not think of deciding such a 
question without first obtaining Sir 
Douglas Haig’s views. I am replying 
to him in the above genge.” 

That; I think, was on the 19th of 
October, The War Cabinet fully ap- 
proved of the communication. Sir 
Douglas Haig communicated, and said | 
that it threw a new light on the Bou- 
logne position. I think that we have 
a right to complain, of the way in 


which it bas heen rumored abduct ‘that 


| Sir Douglas Haig. protested. 


The War Cabinet’s Decision. 


The fact that Sir William Robertson 
had explained and Sir Douglas Haig 
had stated that.the explanation threw 
new light has never been repeated. 
That is how mischief is done. 
{Cheers.] - ; 

On Oct. 24 this question was first 
formally discussed. by the War Cab- 
inet. There was further pressure 
from the French Government, and Sir 
William Robertson gave his views as 
to. the time which ‘the British Govern- 
ment ought to take; and this conclu- 
sion is recorded in the minutes of the 
War Cabinet as follows: ‘ 

“The War Cabinet approve of the 
suggestion of the Chief of the Imperial 
Staff that he should reply to Field 
Marshal Sir Douglas Haig in the fol- 
lowing sense: The War Cabinet are of 
the opinion that in deciding ‘to what 
extent the British troops can take over 
the line from the French regard must 
be had to the necessity of giving them 
a reasonable opportunity for leave, 
rest, and training during the Winter 
months and to the plan of operatioris 
for the next year, and, further, while 
the present. offensive continues it will 
not be possible to commence taking 
over more line. 

“Under these ciroumstances the 
War Cabinet fear that unti] this pol- 
icy is settled it will be premature to 
decide finally whether the British 
front is to be extended. by four divi- 
sions or to greater or lesser extent.” 

That resolution was communicated 
to Sir Douglas Haig. by. Sir William 
Robertson, ‘and we never Geparted 
from it. After that came the Cambrai 


incident and the Italian. disaster, | 


which necessitated our sending troops 
to Italy. . That made it difficult tor 
the Field Marshal to carry out the 
promise. he made to General Pétain 
for a certain extension of the front. 
Then the present French Prime Minis- 
ter came in, and he is not a very easy 
gentleman to refuse. [Laughter.] He 
was very insistent that the British 
Army should take over the line. 


Clemenceau Suggested Versailles. 


We stood’ by the position that that 
was a matter to be scussed by the 
two Commanders in Chief. We never 
awerved from that position. At last 
M. Clemenceau suggested -that the 
question should be discuased by the 
military representatives at Versailles, 
and that the Versailles Council should 
decide if there was any difference’ of 
opinion. The military representatives 
discussed the question, and. the only 
interference of the War Cabinet was 
to this extent. We communicated 
with the Chief of Staff, who was then 
in France, and with Sir Douglas Haig 
to urge on them the importance of 
preparing their case for the other side 
s) as to make thé strongest- possible 
case for the British view. 

The military representatives at Ver- 
sailles: suggested a compromise, but 
coupled with it recommendations as to 
steps which ought to be taken by the 
French Army to aasist the British if 
they were attacked, and by the British 
to assist the French if they were at- 
tacked, which was even a more impor- 
tant question than the extension of 
the front. [Cheers.] 

That recommendation came up for 
discussion at the Versailles council of 
Feb. 1. Before that meeting Sir Dous- 
las Haig and General Pétain met and 
entered into an agreement as to the 
extension of the front to Briasy, and 
Sir Douglas Haig reported that to the 
Versailles council. When the discus- 
sion took place there no further ex- 
tension of the line was taken.at all as 
a result of the discussion. 

That is the whole story. [Cheers.] 
I was to make it perfectly clear that 
in the action Sir Douglas Haig took 
for the extension of: the jine he had 
the full approval of the British Cab- 
inet, having regard to the pressure 
of the French Government and: mil- 
{tary authorities, Sir Douglas Haig 
had no option except tc make the: 
extension. He was in our judgment 
absolutely right in the..course he 
took. 


British Government euily — of 
the action he took. 


I am not sorry that this opportunity 
has been given to read out the actual 
conclusions of the War Cabinet, in of- 
der to disperse once and for all the 
rumors which have been circulated by 
persons, for purposes of their own, 
{cheers,] by men who, for oné reason 
or another, do not like the present 
Chief of Staff or the present Chief of 
the British Ministry. 

The real lesson of the discussion is 
the importance of unity of command. 
It would never have arisen if you had 
had that. Instead of one army and 
one commander responsible for one 
part of the line, and another army 
and another commander responsible 
for another part of the line, we have 
one united command responsible for 
the whole and every part. It was the 
only method of safety, and I am glad 
we have it at last. [Cheers.] 

It was not so much a question of

force or the length held by another.

Effect en Army Discipline.

Insists on Test ef Censure. 

Make no mistake about it. This isa 
vote of censure upon the Government. 
If this motion is carried we could not 
possibly continue operations, and the 
right honorable gentleman, as the one 
responsible for the motion, would have 
to take the responaibility for the Gov- 
ernment. It is essential, having re- 
gard to that position, that he should 
deprecate the action taken by General 
Maurice. 

What does it mean? It is not mere- 
ly. a flagrant breach of the King’s 
regulations, but he avows it. He 
says: “I know what I am doing.” He 
is a General in a high position. Sup- 
pose a regimental officer or ordinary 
soldier did a thing like this! 

After all, they have got their own 
views about their superiors. Some- 
times they are right and sometimes 
they are wrong, but. they disagree as 
to the wisdom of certain actions. A 
soldier might even challenge the ac- 
curacy of statements made by his su- 
periors. He might also write to the 

papers and say that “grave state- 
ments have. been made by my siu- 
periors, and it,is my duty not as a 
soldier but-as a citizen to say so. 
is my duty because I ama democrat 
and because my grandfather was a 
damocrat.. [Laughter:] It is my duty 
to’ forget the’ King’s regulations and 
discipline and write this.”, 

I wonder what would. have been 
said if a poor, ordinary. soldier did 
And this is a 
new .arminy. That must not be for- 
gotten. It is an army where you 
cannot possibly give the time, as in 
the case'of a regular army, to harden 
their fibres ih discipline. It is to an 
army of this kind that a high, dis- 
tinguished officer sets an example by 
saying: “Although I am a soldier, 
I am first of gl] a.citizen; and, there- 
fore, Iam going to break the king's 
regulations.” 

That means that it is for him to 
judge the importance of the occasion 
that is fatal to discipline. [Cheers.] 

Each man naturally thinks his own 
grievance far more important than 
anything else. That is human na- 
ture, and every foot soldier, every 
regimental officer will say: “My 
case is a-much atrohger one than 
General Maurice's, and we live in a 
democratic ‘oountry.” In General 
Maurice saying, “I am a good dem- 
ocrat,’' we Rave -got before us an 


example of the democracy which is 


being humiliated ‘and trampled‘ upori 
because it has fofgotten’ discipline 
in the army. ([Cheers.]

ASQUITH TOLD HIS PURPOSE. 


He Urged Inquiry to Clear Up All 
Misunderstandings. 


LONDON, May 9.—In presenting his 
motion in the. House of Commong for 
the appointment of a select committee 
to investigate the charges made. by 
General Maurice, ex-Premier Asquith 
said that he thought it was-.not the 
business of Parliament to inquire con- 
stantly into the conduct of ‘successive 
phases of the war. The House of Com- 
mons, he added, had more than enough 
ef such inquiries already. 

Mr. Asquith denied that his motion 
was designed to obtain a vote of cen- 
sure of the Government, saying that 
it was absurd to describe it es such. 
Should he find it his duty toe censure 
the Government, he said, he hoped 
that he would nave the courage to do 
so in a direct and unequivocal form. 

Mr. Asquith said that when he put 
down his motion he thought that it 
would be accepted by the Government. 
He had never yet given an adverse vote 
on any proposal made by the Govern- 
ment. He had endeavored to help the 
Government in the prosecution of the 
war and in defining the great purposes 
of the war and the peace for which the 
Allies were struggling. 

Neither he nor his colleagues, Mr. As- 
quith asserted, had been concerned in 
the composition or publication of Gen- 
eral ‘Maurice’s letter. If, as he saw, 
the Government intended to state the 
facts, it would be anticipating the con- 
clusions: of any tribunal and would be 
only an ex parte statement. 


Urges a Select Committee. 

The former Premier said that he knew’ 
many of his friends had thought he hag@ 
been fainthearted jin this matter, and 
that there were persons other than his 
friends who thought of him as being de- 
voured by impatience to resume office. 

“TI am quite content,” he added, “‘ to 
leave judgment of that kind to the 
House and my fellow-countrymen.” 

Unless an act of Parliament were 
passed, he said, the tribunal of judges’ 
proposed for an inquiry into the Maur. 


‘| rice affair would have no compulsory 


powers of any. kind. He considered it 
far better to adopt the familiar machin- 
ery of a select committee from the 
House. 

The Government’ 8 proposal for a court 
of honer amounted to an admission that 
an inquiry was necessary, and that the 
matters raised were so secret that they 
could not he discussed even by a select 
committee. He asked whether the Gov- 
ernment still thought an inquiry was 
necessary or that the case could be con- 
sidered without’ the presentation of 
secret documents. 

The suggestion was made by Mr, As- 
quith that an investigation be made by 
& No-party committee of five menibers, 
which probably would be able to reach 
in'two or three days a decision that 
would be respected by the House and 
the country. 

** What is the alternative?’ he asked. 

“Get on with the war!’ C. B. Stan- 
ten, a Labor member, interrupted. This 
interjection was greeted with loud 
cheers. 

Mr. Asquith responded that the best 
way to get on with the war waa to clear 
away misconceptions and misgunder- 
standings which might have no founda- 
tion, but ¢reated doubt in the minds 
of all. 

Mr. Asquith concluded: 

“I suggeat to the House that in the 
common interest of the Government 
themselves, the army, the State, the 
Allies, and of unhampered prosecution 
of the war, a tribunal of inquiry be

Sir Edward Carson deprecated an in- 
quiry either by two Judges or a special: 
committee, but would, if compelled to 
choose between them, prefer the latter. 
He besought the House to take stock of 
where they stood and agk themselves 
whether they were being of service td 
the country or the Allies by a continu- 
ance of the debate, 

‘If the Prime Minister and other Min- 
isters are not able to assert their own 
veracity and be believed in the House,” 
he said, “there is:no longer any possi- 
bility of carrying on the Government." 

He appealed to Mr. Asquith, who, he 
said, “ has always acted in a patriotic 
way on every occasion, not to proceed 
with the motion in the interest of the 
country, of the dignity of the House, 
and the relations between the civil and 
Military powers, ag well as an example 
to the people of the country, who are 
going through a very trying time. 

‘ They should close up their ranks,” he 
concluded. 

Lord Hugh Cecil, member of the Privy 
Council, said that the Premier had made 
@ brilliant speech that was more ef- 
fective as an attack on General 
Maurice than as a defense of the Gov- 
ernment. —He appealed to the Govern- 
ment not to cling to office, but when 
convinced that they could not command 
@ great body of the national support, 
without which any Government is use- 
less in time of war, they should re- 
sign and ao enable it to be seen whether 
a stronger Government could not be 
formed. 

After he had spoken, a few minor 
members made brief remarks, when, 
amid cries of “‘ Divide!’ closure was 
proposed and accepted. 

Immediately. after Mr, Asquith’s mo- 
tien was rejected the Premier left the 
House, being loudly cheered.

WITH THE BRITISH ARMY’ IN

AMIENS DESOLATE 
LIKE PLAGUE CITY

shell storm, and a.dangerous fire that 
threatened ten days ago to involve a 
wide area was efficiently limited and 
extinguished. 

-“ That was our worst experience,” 
said a French officer who conducted 
THE T1MES correspondent through the 
city this morning. ‘“‘ The boche in- 
cendiary shells fired a block of build- 
ings and the column of smoke and 
flame gave him a. point to shoot at 
during two days and one night. The 
enemy evidently hoped to put, the 
conflagration beyond our control, as 
he concentrated for a time high ex- 
plosive and incendiary shells there- 
upon. We even received gas shells, 
but the firemen refused to be daunt- 
ed. Taking into consideration the 
size of the original outbreak and the 
difficulties produced by a_ broken 
water main, our. fire chief reckoned 
that the salvage work and the ex- 
tinction of flames were accomplished 
more rapidly than at a normal city 
fire.”’ 

A few minutes later I reached the 
locality in question and was surprised 
by the small extent of the damage. A 
group of buildings. that would, per- 
haps, comprise half a block in New 
York had been gutted, but one would 
never have imagined that the firemen 
were laboring under an abnormal 
handicap. 

Finally ‘I visited the cathedral in 
the centre of the city, around which 
ruin and desolation are most pro- 
nounced. With characteristic sav- 
agery the Germans seem to be di- 
recting their fire against the edifice 
that with Rheims and Chartres ranks 
highest in the Gothic architecture 
of France. No small proportion. of 
the 7,000 shells and aerial torpedoes 
that have been rained upon Amiens 
day-and night for: seventeen days 
have fallen in‘ the neighborhood of 
the cathedral. At one point its outer 
railings have been shattered. At an- 
other only the sandbags, the outer 
layer of which is ‘torn.to ribbons by 
iron splinters, have saved ‘a master- 
piece of portal weattary from de- 
struction. \<: 

‘While a building adjoining has been 
reduced to mere shells, so far the 
cathedral has suffered comparatively 
little. As if by a miracle, none of 
the shells that-actually struck it has 
cused the damage normally wrought 





by large calibre high explosive mi 
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siles. Some of them. spent their force 
harmlessly against the outer but- 
tresses. Another crashed the wall 
of a small side chapel, threw down 
the altar, and destroyed a great ivory 
Christ and the carved woodwork be- 
side it. But it did not injure the 
main building. 

One penetrated part of the super- 
structure and the outer and inner 
roofs only to pierce (without ex- 
ploding) the floor just outside the 
central nave, which Ruskin called -the 
finest in the world. Another tore 
through the outer roof of the nave 
itself, but exploded against.a gigan- 
tic beam which: prevented its access 
to the interior. Another burst 
against the massive outwork of the 
side chapel near the main entrance 
and did little hafm beyond causing a 
rain of dust and minute fragments 
over a large part of the interior. The 
seven towering stained glass win- 
dows are for the most part intact. 
There are none of them ‘free from 
holes that deface their beauty. 

“We have removed the art treasures, 
carved and painted, from. the interior 
and protected the outer statuary as 
far as possible with sandbags; but 
that is the utmost we can do,” saia 
the officer sadly. 

“It is dreadful to think, that this 
wonderful monument of Christian 
faith and French genius may be 
ruined by a single shell from those 
barbarous’ brutes.

LEWIS CHIDES GLYNN. 


Objects to Chairman Working for 
Renomination of Whitman.

ALBANY, May 9.—Action taken by 
Attorney General Merton E. Lewis to- 
weht.was uccepted as in effect an aa- 
mission that he was to be a candidate 
for the Republican nomination for Gov- 
ernor.

The thrills of the battlefield in Flan- 
ders aré portrayed in vivid detail by 
a@ seriés of official Canadian war pho- 
tographs now’ on exhibition at Lord & 
Taylor’s. Major M. 8S. Boehm of the 
169th Battalion, “Canadian Infantry, the 
officer in charge of the exhibition, yes- 
terday described the action that took 
place at every scene pictured. The pic- 
tures have been sent here in the inter- 
est of. the Canadian War Memorials 
Fund.

A few days before Holland reached 
an agreement with Germany: cohcern- 
ing the transportation of sand and 
gravel, German airplanes were at- 
tacking Dutch fishing boats with ma- 
chine guns. Twenty-four hours be- 
fore tension at The Hague was fYe- 
laxed, five victims of these assaults 
at sea were rescued and landed at a 
British port. In some way they had 
avoided the bullets from four air- 
planes. Their story was confirmed 
by the condition of their small vessel, 
which was found several hours later. 
When news of his airmen’s attempt, 
to kill these neutral and harmless 
fishermen came to the Kaiser, he 
may have repeated these words from 
one of his public addresses: ‘‘ The 
“God of Battles directed.

Will Holland send a protest to Ber- 
lin? This is not the first time her 
fishermen have suffered from Ger- 
man attack. Some time ago fishing 
vessels a few miles from her coast 
were sunk, and men working on them 
were killed,. by a German gunboat. 
The public has not been informed 
that Holland complained to the Ger- 
man Govornment about this. Prob- 
ably any protest would have been curt- 
ly dismissed at Berlin. German gun- 
ners must be permitted to become ex- 
pert by practice, even upon neutral 
fishermen. But the Dutch Government 
must realize that without a formal 
complaint the official record will be 
incomplete, _

THE RAILROAD WAGE QUESTION. 

The report of the Railroad Wage 
Commission ‘is admirable in perform- 
ance and startling in result. It ranges 
all the way between the highest and 
lowest classes of two million workers, 
and attempts to do justice to each. 
The relation of wages is even more 
difficult to appraise than the relation 
of rates. The Interstate Commission 
has been baffled by the relation be- 
tween the services to the common 
needs of goods of various sorts from 
many competing sections and markets. 
It was not possible to touch a rate 
without arraying interest against in- 
terest, and obstacles to justice which 
baffled the railways baffled also their 
regulators. The problem referred to 
the Railroad Wage Commission is eco- 
nomically of the same nature, and is 
complicated with a human element. 
The wage question is affected by eth- 
ics as well.as by economics, and the 
treatment of the board is more human 
and humane than by either the rail- 
ways or their wage earners. The rail- 
ways have suffered in dividends, but 
also they have earned dividends by 
wage economies. The railways have 
not treated the subject as justly as the 
board. They have yielded to the 
strong, and have overpaid as well as 
underpaid. The lawmakers conspicu- 
ously erred in ‘this manner and mat- 
ter. In fact there is nobody who has 
not shared in the acceptance and use. 
of services unjustly requited, and who 
is not partly responsible for the re-\ 
sults. ’ : 

It is idle to apportion the blame 
with exactness. It is better and nec- 
essary to look ahead rather than be- 
hind. There are scandals and wrongs 
scattered all through railway history 
which ‘should be neither forgotten nor 
condoned, but which it is idle to raise 
when the Dill for them is laid at the 
door of the Director General.. For the 
first time, ‘the nation as a whole is 
dealing now with the railway question 
as & whole.-.

Now the entire subject comes 
before the Director General. He is 
master of the relation of rates to each 
other, of the relation of wages to each 
other, and the relation of their rela- 
tions to the common good of the en- 
tire country. “The. subject is rather 
simplified than complicated by the: be- 
ginning of the new era. Hitherto the 


sponsible, The conflicting interests 
have used force rather than reason to 
support their contentions, Labor -has 
preyed on labor as well as on capital. 
Capital has preyed on labor. The law 
has favored interests alternately. 
Equity was impossible so long as ‘in- 
divisible factors were dealt with indi- 
vidually, with no responsibility for 
results. 

There are brighter lights in the pict- 
ure, and the future ‘is sure to be bet- 
ter than the past. It is necessary to 
remedy mistakes, and as a first step 
to recognize them by whomever made. 
As the board remarks, the railways 
themselves in two years had increased 
‘wages $350,000,000 per year, and con- 
fronted further demands or “an un- 
“fortunate series of labor disturb- 
“ances.” The danger was not from 
those treated most unjustly. There 
‘was no strike threat from the greatest 
sufferers, who now have a reward for 
their loyalty to country and employers 
in receiving the larger share of the 
hundreds of millions which are to be 
distributed on considerations. of jus- 
tice rather than what the board calls 
“ strategic values” of an unethical 
and uneconomical division of the 
wages fund. There will be little atten- 
tion to those who already have had in- 
creases, but who now are. complain- 
ing in pitiless disregard of those worse 
off. The injustice of existing wage 
scales was so great that it was im- 
possible to increase pay horizontally. 
The*method adapted is an increase on 
a scale rising as the wages fall. The 
case is not one for rewarding some at 
the expense of others, nor yet of deal- 
ing exact justice to all. We have seen 
the results of excessive pursuit of 
ideals, of enactment of perfection, of 
following theories until confronted 
with conditions. We are a reasonable 
people, and therefore there will be no 
Bolshevism under the rule of reason 
and equity. Weare on trial before the 
world as much as either Germany 
or Russia, and we shall acquit our- 
selves as true democrats. There will 
be no defeat of right by might be- 
cause of jealousy of profits under 
present conditions, nor because of 
shirking labor when the reward is all 
that the case allows. 


FIELD ARTILLERY PRODUCTION 
MUST BE SPEEDED. 

The investigation of the production 
of field artillery, now the most impor- 
tant factor in modern warfare, was 
begun by a Senate Military Affairs 
Committee at the urgent solicitation of 
those who knew that things were not 
going well. Field guns, especially 
guns of large calibre, are not made in 
a day. That was understood even by 
the uninitiated. But it was believed 
that the Ordnance Bureau had lost no 
time in laying the foundations for the 
manufacture of pieces of all calibres, 
and was methodically and scientifical- 
ly working on a program that called 
for the early production of light guns 
and for the turning out of the high-ex- 
plosive guns with no more delay than 
the assembling of tools and machinery 
made necessary. <A -substantial ap-- 
propriation -was available several. 
months before the United States de- 
clared war on Germany, and ordinary 
foresight should have warned the Ord- 
nance Bureau that it must make plans 
for strengthening the artillery arm of 
the land forces. : 

After a year of war, a Senate sub- 
committee has learned that the produc- 
tion of field guns, even of. the lighter 
kinds, has been “ pitifully small ” and 
that the prospect of the delivery in 
France this year of big guns is dis- 
couraging. There are some pertinent 
questions that may be asked in a spirit 
of constructive criticism. Have the 
manufacturers under contract received 
instructions from the Ordnance Bu- 
reau as to the tolerances which must 
be established before they can begin to 
make gauges for the adopted French 
75, which is the best field gun in the 
world? By tolerance is meant the per- 
missible range of departure of sizes 
from “ unrealizable actual perfection.” 
Have plants equipped to Build the 
three-inch gun as long’ ago as last 
Summer received forgings in any 
quantity? With regard ‘to the 75s, 
the drawings and specifications were 
on hand about the same time, and ex- 
perts to help in construction were at 
the service of the Ordnance Bureau. 
Have they yet been supplied with all 
the tools to build these guns?_ 

To return to our three-inch gun, an 
admirable piece which is rated very 
high, is not the manufacture of the 
carriages in a very backward state? 
It is, of course, an old story, for which 
there seems to be foundation, that 
months were wasted in trying to im- 
prove the recoil mechanism of the 
French 75s. What seems to be the 
fact is that the Ordnance Bureau has 
been straining after unattainable per- 


dertakings to get field guns made, in 
that respect rivaling the Signal Corps 
in. its experiments with airplane mo- 
tors and fabrics. Moreover, it seems 
to be true that the Ordnance Bureau}

“On general principles, and judging 
from human nature as commonly known, 
the Germans: would not do a thing’ so 
stupid, -and ‘it seems:almost certain that 
the ‘Staté Department has been trapped 
into giving out. as a German production 
what is really the work of an ironical 
and‘ingenious enemy of Germany.

As in that case, so. in 
this, the first effort ‘has been to de- 
termine with definiteness and certainty 
the method by which the infection is 
acquired, and this information has again 
been acquired by exposing to it volun- 
teer Americans who, in the interests of 
their fellows and of science, were willing 
to risk their lives. 

Already the ‘‘ carrier’’ has been dis- 
covered, and again it is an insect. Now 
will come the work of seeking to create 
immunity. It may be accomplished by 
establishing conditions in. which the 
transmitting creature cannot Hve. On 
the other hand, it may involve the 
manufacture of a protective serum or 
arti-toxin, and if so there will pre- 
sumably be resort to experiment with 
animalg of one sort or another. 

Thus what is. called ‘‘ vivisection ’’ is 
in full action, and strange indeed must 
be the mind that judges it reprehensi- 
ble—that. does not ‘accord gratitude and 
honor to the men who are practicing it. 


ART NOTES. 


An Exhibitlon for the Benefit of 
, Blinded Soldiers. 


At the Anderson Galleries is an exhi- 
bition of nearly eight hundred paintings, 
sculptures, and other works of art, which 
have ‘been donated by American artists 
in all parts of the United States and ‘in 
England and France to be sold for the 
benefit of the blinded soldiers, under the 
auspices of the Permanent Blind Relief 
War Fund. The artists realize with spe- 
cial keenness the horrible affliction of 
the. blind.:.and have. given. whole- 
heartedly works of importance and dig- 
nifed character. A number of the let- 
ters accompanying the. contributions are 
printed in the catalogue, and all amount 
practically to the succinct comment of 
the painter who, ‘personally, would 
rather die than be blind.’ . 

The exhibition should be considered 
not as an occasion for criticism but as 
an opportunity to secure pleasant things, 
often of great merit, and at the same 
time‘to help one of the finest relief un- 
dertakings of the war. A number of 
the pictures are. especially pertinent in 
theme to the caiise for which’they are 
given. Robert Henri, for example, sends 
a picture of a blind Spanish woman 
singing to the music of a guitar, a piece 
of vigorous realism, in which the béau- 
tiful workmanship counteracts to a cer- 
tain degree the ‘painful effeet of the 
faithfully rendered type. Mr. Henri 
writes of it: “ This picture is one in 
wrich I put my deepest feeling, and the 


painting is as well as anything I have 
done. In fact, I consider it one of my 
very best pictures. It has never been 
shown to the public because there are 
so few to sympathize with or under- 
stand a frank facing with the tragedy 
of blindness. My feeling at the time of

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The correspondence’ between the Jap- 
anese Minister of Foreign Affairs, Baron 
Goto, and our own Secretary of State 
has been published at one of the most 
decisive moments of the world ‘war. 
There is no time for long-winded dis- 
cussions when hours,’ yea, minutes, are 
weighing heavily in the balance of fate. 

If. there are still in our midst ‘ Ger- 
mans*’ and pro-Germans, they may be 
shocked by my statement, but it remains 
nevertheless true that, for the. present, 
at least, the united’ solemn signatures of 
William II., Charles I., Ferdinand I., 
and Mahmud V. under a State document} 
would be greeted with a shrug of the 
shoulders and an ironical smile, while a 
word of’the Mikado, a whisper of Presi- 
dent Wilson are sure to find:an echo in 
the hearts of all civilized peoples, and 
their promises are sure to be taken by 
the world at their face Value. 

The Bolsheviki are nervously clutching 
at the arms of their: governmental 
fauteuils; Poland and the Ukraine are 
ready to join their Slavic brethren in an 
attempt to crush the German invader; 
the Slavs in Austria are seething with 
revolt; if the Hungarian Parliament 
should be dissolved, we may hear very 
soon interesting news from Budapest; in 
brief, now. is the time for a Japanese 
Hannibal to begin his knocks at the 
doors'of Berlin via Irkutsk, Petrograd, 
and Kénigsberg. 

One sentence of reassurancé as to his 
territorial disinterestedness from the 
Mikado, interpreted and indorsed by 
President Wilson, would set at rest all 
real inquietude of the Russian people. 
We allies have missed the psychological 
moment so often; we can really not af- 
ford to repeat the same.

A prominent metropolitan newspaper has 
more than once quoted the phrase *‘ one of 
those d——d littery fellers’’ as from Zack 
Chandler of Michigan, For. more. than forty 
years the writer of this letter has credited 
these words to Simon ‘Cameron of Pennayl- 
vania, and by consulting the files of Tur 
"LIMBS accessible in the Public Library has 
clear proof of his belief. THr Timms of 
March 14, 1877, referred to the Senator as 
a statesman of the old school, mystified by 
the new-fangled notions of those “* literary 
fellers,’’ thus showing that the phrase was 
already famous. The numbers of March? 
1876, gave fuller information, and the biogra- 
phy of Richard Henry Dana by Charles 
Francis Adams completed the illumination. 
There we read that Cameron felicitously but 
somewhat profanely described Dana as he- 
longing to the Hterary class, (Vol. II., p. 
376.) It may be noted here that there seems 
to be no fixed spelling of the phrase: . 

‘“The words ‘one of thosd d—d literary 
fellers’ in which, as was currently reported, 
he. conveyed his meaning in this last re- 
spect, became, indeed, a permanent contri- 
bution to American political parlance, and 
is almost. the only thing elicited by the strug- 
gle over Dana which took a firm hold on 
the public mind and memory. There was 
about them a humor and point as well as a 
terseness which ‘caused them to pass at once 
into the vernacular. So far as Mr. Cameron 
was concerned, the contest could, therefore, 
have. been in its results in no way unsatis- 
factory; for he both carried his point and 
at the same time made a lasting contribu- 
tion to American political speech.’’ 

The ghost of Simon Cameron might well 
exclaim, ‘‘ How soon we are forgotten! ’’

URGES MORE SHIP SECRECY. 


Creel, at the Request of Navy De- 
partment, Appeals to Newspapers. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, -May 9. — To still 
further safeguard American transports 
and cther vessels by concealing ‘their 
movements as far as possible, the Com- 
mittee on Public Information, acting at 
the request of the’ Navy Department, 
has again made an appeal for secrecy 
in the matter of ship movements: 

“The committee,” says the appeal, 
“is again requested by the Navy De- 
partment, to urge upon newspapers and 
upon all ship owners, ship agents, and 
brokers to discontinue the publication 
cf. news/ items and advertisements, 
which in any degree indicate the loca- 
tion or movement of vessels. Naval 
authorities have clearly demonstrated 
to the committee. that the publication 
‘of even the most fragmentary or trivial 
items of this nature may revéal clues 
upon which the enemy can build up in- 
formation of extreme detriment to our 
prosecution of the war. 

‘This notice is not issued because of 
any new circumstances endangering 
ocean shipping—none has arisen—but 
because it is felt that the voluntary 
censorship has not yet achieved the 
fullest’: possible measure of essential 
secrecy. in the protection of merchant 
shipping. The Committee on Public In- 
formation therefore urges. once more 
that all references to the names of 
ships, dates. of sailing and arrival, and 
all information of routes, schedules, 
cargoes, tocation.and movement of ships 
be deleted from .all news and advertis- 
ing. copy ..in. newspapers, , 
folders,. circulars, charts, &c. his re- 
quest applies to all American, allied, 
and neutral shipping in the: Atlantic, 
Pacific, South Amer 
trades, . 

‘““The Committee on Public Informa- 
tion depends confidently upon the press 
and upon ship owners and agents, 
realizing the seriousness of the situd- 
tion, to co-operate ‘to the fullest extent 
with the naval authorities in the pro- 
tection of the tonnage available for sup- 
plying our troops abroad, and the troops 
and populations of the countries as- 
sociated with us in the war.”

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Reversing Itself, Like President, 
House Accepts Conference 
. Report on Quota Bill. 


EXEMPTIONS ARE CUT OUT 


Regietration Bill Sent Back to Cen- 
ference—Kahn. Predicts an Army. 
of 8,000,000 Men.

WASHINGTON, May 9.—Accepting 
the duggestion of President Wilson, who 
originally recommended that in the next 
draft credij be given to the States. for 
volunteers but later reversed his, posi- 
tion, the Hpuse teday by a vote of 234 
to 90 adopted the conference report on 
the bill providing for the next. draft 
quota, consenting to the elimination of 
its amendment authorizing. credits on 
quotas for volunteers and thus also 
reversing itself. 

Despite the efforts of Chairman Dent 
of the Military Committee to induce the - 
House to accept the conference report 
on the bill for the registration of those 
who have become 21 since June 5, 1917, 
the House by a vote of 182 to 118 re- 
jected the Senate provision exempting 
theological and medical students from 
the next draft. As a result the ma- 
chinery for calling into service the 
700,000 men who have become 21 since 
June 5 last year cannot be put into 
immediate operation. 3 . 

The position of those opposing th 
Senate amendment was that the purpose 
of the selective draft was to place all 
on an equality and that to make an ex- 
ception would break down the principle 
of the law. It was argued that the 
President had authority under the selec- 
tive draft law to place divinity and 
médical students in Class 5 if he deemed 
it essential, as he had done.in the origi- 
nal draft. 

Representatives John C. McKenzie of 
Illinois and F. J. Garrett of Tennessee 
led the fight against accepting the ex- 
emption amendment. It is believed the 
Senate will recede. 

When the bill fixing the quotas for 
the next draft was up in the House 
two weeks ago, Chairman Dent read a 
letter from President Wilson supporting . 
the idea of credits to States for volun- 
teers and influenced the. House to 
amend the bill so as to allow such 
credits. He said today, in presenting 
the conference report and asking the 
House to recede from its position, that 
he was still of the belief that the cred- 
its should be allowed, but that President 
Wilson, Secretary Baker, and Provost 
Marshal General Crowder had urged 
that the credits be not allowed and had 
asked the House to comply with their 
wishes.

‘‘ We wish to'see to it that every in- 
dividual within the city has an oppdr- 
tunity to express his patriotism by con- 
tributing to the Red Cross. Our aim is 
to. bring home to the people the fact 
that every dollar which is contributed 
to the Second Red Cross War Fund 
will be used for war relief purposes, and 
in addition, that the expenses of run- 
ning this campaign will be borne by the 
various chapters out of ‘the dues paid 
by the members of those chapters, or in 
some other way by voluntary contribu- 
tions of money or space, which we are 
receiving from a great number of 
sources, as we have progressed in our 
plans during the past two or three 
weeks. We want people to also under- 
stand that the payment for their sub- 
scriptions may extend over a period of 
four months, beginning July 1, Aug. 1, 
Sept. 1, and Oct. 1. In order to carry 
the idea to the people of the democratic 
and broad campaign which we have 

lanned, we have organized along six 
different lines of solicitation. ‘hose 
six different lines are the teams cam- 
paign, with which you are familiar; 
the corporation campaign, the house-to- 
house campaign, the industrial cam- 
paign, the profit-sharing days, and en- 
tertainments and benefits.”

THANKED BY CLEMENCEAU. 


French Grateful for Red Cross Aid 
Given to Refugees. 

WASHINGTON, May 9.—The prompt- 
ness with which the American Red Cross 
Commission in France complied with a 
request for food for 50,000 refugees 
gathered at St. Omer and elsewhere dur- 
ing the recent German drive has elicited 


|a message of thanks from Premier 


Clemenceau. The message, as received 
at Red Cross Headquarters here today 
by cable, said: 

‘*T thank you heartily for the generous 
help given recently by your society to 
evacues of Pas de Calais, when you 
sent them provisions at St. Omer, Anvin, 
and Bruges. After so many tokens of 
your bounty toward the population, 
sorely tried: by common misfortune, you 
are now helping the Paa de Calais peo- 
ple, who, by their energetic attitude 
toward the enemy, fully merit the inter- 
est you are taking in them. Allow me 
to be the interpreter of their.gratitude.”’ 

Premier Clemenceau’s secretary, one 
day shortly after noon, called on the 
Red Cross Commission and asked 
whether it could supply milk, cheese, 
beef, and flour to feed 50, refugees 
at Stomer. When the French relief 
train. left at 7 o’clock that evening it 
carried five tons of condensed milk, two 
and a half tons of. cheese, and the same 
amount of beef and flour. Additional 
food was shipped by the Red Cross on a 
train the next day. . 

On the same day, in answer to an ap- 
peal by the Minister of War, the Red 
Cross from its warehouse supplies sent 
seventy-five beds for refugee children 
housed in a convent in Southern France.

City’s Moral Tone to be Lifted 
by Having Members on 
Duty in Every Block. 


TO RULE BY ~ SUASION 


Deputy Commissioner Wanamaker 
Sées: Great Work. for His. New 
Force in Putting Down Sedition. 


New. York City’s morals’ are to be 
toned up in. the near future by the 
activities of a police reserve of ‘volunteer 
women. It was announced at Police 
Headquarters last night that the Police 
Reserves: which Commissioner Enright 
reorganized out of the Home Defense 
League, recruited so successfully by his 
predecessor,. Commissioner Woods, was 
to have the prestige of this auxiliary. 

The idea originated wth Special 
Deputy Commissioner Rodman Wana- 
maker, the new head of the Police Re- 
serves, who passed it along to his chief 
for. approval yesterday in a memo- 
randum, which was later issued to 
inform the public of ¢he contemplated 
addition to the forces of law and order. 
Mr. Wanamaker laid stress in his out- 


line on the thought that since New York 
women have received the vote they 
‘should have an active part in enforcing 
the laws. ; 

The Special Deputy would not have 
the women police cope personality with 
reugh and violent lawbreakers; on the 
other hand, their rorie under the plan 
would be to keep a finger on the city’s 
Pulse in an effort to detect signs of 
unlawful developments before they grew 
to serious. proportions, to watch out for 
cases of sedition, to uplift the general 
moral atmosphere. of the city in thé 
neighborhood of their posts. If need 
arose for the use of a nightstick or 
other instrument for curbing crime, the 
work “would be referred to the men 
members of the force. , 

In hig recommendation to Commis- 
sioner right, after describing his plan 
in general terms, Mr. Wanamaker said: 

Women of character and ability can 
be easily found, to volunteer for this 
work. fter the Inspection District or- 
Sanization shall haye been completed 
and in effective working order, it can 
be extended to the precinct ‘and then 
to a block, so as to have in every block 
of inhabited territo in this city a 
woman in charge whose post it would 
be and whose duty should be to keep 
that block clean and wholesome by be- 
coming acquainted with every person 
and condition existing therein and re- 
porting, as may be directed by the Po- 
lice Commissioner, everthing irregular 
or unlawful coming to her notice, so 
that proper police action may be taken. 

“A woman in charge of. a ‘block could 
be assisted by one or more members of 
the. women’s Police Reserve, as the 
condition of the block and the number 
of women available might warrant, 
such assistants to be in. command of 
the woman in charge. A central or 
headquarters, boarf of women under 
command of the 8 jal Deputy Police 
Commissioner in charge, could be ap- 
pointed to. organize and control this 
force of 4vomer under rules and regu- 
lations established by the Police Com- 
missioner. 

‘** With a volunteer force of this kind, 
trained and efficiently controlled, kept 
free from sensational or advertising 
methods and held aloof from c¢ontami- 
nating vice conditions, a Police.

WASHINGTON, May 9.—The Depart- 
ment! of Labor is opposed to the em- 
‘ ployment of women as conductors and 
i guards in the subways and on surface 

lines’ in. New York and other large 
municipalities. Such a conclusion was 
reached by Benjamin Squires of the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, following 
an investigation made in Manhattan and 
Brooklyn, and his findings were = set 
forth in an Official report made public 
‘today. Mr. Squires sums up his opin- 
ions in this paragraph: 

‘From the facts brought out, it must 
be evident to any thinking person that 
it is practically impossible to make the 
‘conditions of street railway employment 
even tolérably endurable to women em- 
ployes, and that the operation of street 
cars is-one of the last occupations into 
which women should be lured or forced.”’ 

The report shows that on Feb. 15 last 
there were 452 women _conductors ém- 
ployed by the New York Railways Com- 
pany, or approximately 30 per cent. of 
“all. of .the conductors employed. The 
Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company on 
the same day. had 188 women conductors 
on its surface lines, and. 297 women 
guards and conductors on its subway 
trains. They represented 5.6 and 21.7 
per cent., respectively, of the total num- 
ber of conductors and guards employed. 

While admitting that, as the transit 
companies, assert, women in their employ 
as guards and conductors are receiving 
the same wages as men, the Federal in- 
vestigator expresses the belief that the 
epee men: o? women is responsible in 

* small part for the fact that. wages 
of all employés of the operatmg depart- 
ment have not increased as rapidly. as 
have wages in other industries. 

At the time of the investigation, the re- 
port says, womén conductors worked 
twelve hours and more on most of the 


days they were employed. It was also 
shown that 46.6 per cent. of the women 
employed by the New York Railways 
Company began their work between 
midnight and 8 A. M., either by choice 
or allotment, and that the work of 41.7 
per cent. of all of the women employes 
ended between 10 P. M. and 4 A. M.

A remarkable expansion in the busi 
ness and activities of the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of New York is shown in 
the annual report for the year ended 
Dec. 31 last. The bank’s income, which 
was only $983,609 in the previous year, 
amounted to $4,929,218. in 1917, of which 
$2,455,000 came from bills discounted 
for members and $1,843,000 from accept- 
ances. The total expenses were $1,195,- 
000, leaving net earnings of $8,783,000, 
which compares with §426,000 in the pre- 
ceding year.

WASHINGTON, May 9.—The War 
Trade Board announced tonight that, in 
Consequence of the conclusion of a gen- 
eral commercial agreement with Nor- 
Way, exports to that country of com- 
modities embraced in the schedules at- 
tached to that agreement were about to 
be yesumed. 


The schedules enumerating the com- 
modities, and the quantities of each, 
which Norway is entitled to import 
from this country or from’ other sources 
were also made public. Exports from 
the United States will be licensed sub- 
ject to the general policy of conserva- 
tion and to the general rules and regu- 
lations of the War Trade Board. 

The board further announced that no 
Purchases for export nor arrangements 
fer the manufacture for export of any 
article should be made before an ex-’ 
port license had been secured. 

Various commodities included the 
schedules of exports have hithertd been 
consigned to one or another of the Nor- 
wegian import associations, which are 
new in process of reorganization. The 
War Trade Board ‘will not consider ap- 
Plications for licenses to export any of 
these commodities until the appropriate 
import association shall have igsued a 
new certificate of guarantee covering 
tne-consignment specified in the ap- 
plication.

No Demand. from Government for 
Further Curtaliment. 


As a result of the three-days’ meeting 
in ‘Washington between representatives 
of the automobile industry and the War 
Industries Board and: other authorities, 
the. Directors. of. the National Auto- 
mobile Chamber of Commerce, who met 
yesterday at 7 East Forty-second 
Street to discuss the situation, gave 
out a statement which indicated that 
no demand has yet been made for a 
radical curtailment of the production 
of passenger cars.

NEW FREIGHT EMBARGO. 


Move to Reduce Congestion In Balti- 
, more and Philadelphia. 


An important measure to reduce freight 
congestion at the export centres of Phil- 
adelphia and Baltimore Was announced 
yesterday in a new embargo order to go 
into effect on May 15. The Philadelphia- 
Baltimore-Pittsburgh Conference Com- 
mittee; a branch of the National Reil- 
road Administration, ordered that after 
that date domestic freight in carload 
lots will not be permitted to be shipped 
from outside points to freight stations, 
team tracks, or private sidings in the 
two cities without special permits cov- 
ering each individual shipment. 

The embargo, according to announce- 
ment made by Samuel Rea, Chairman 
of the Conference Committee, will prob- 
ably be ‘effective at least for the duration 
of the war. In — that the permit 
privilege may pot be abused, the con- 
signee instead of. the. shipper must get 
a permit before freight will be allowed 
to go forward. The reason for this step 
is to insure prémpt removel from cars 
of freight received at these cities. 

‘““The new regulations will bring about 
practically the complete pooling and if- 
terchangeable use for incoming carload 
domestic traffic of the terminal facilities 
of all railroads serving Philadelphia and 
Baltimore,” seid the announcement. “* If 
the station of one road is or the 
shipments may be diverted to the station 
of another road. A somewhat similar 
plan, adapted to the es require- 
ments of the Port of New York.
